Confession. 

O Lord, to us belongeth confusion of face, — 
to our princes, 
to our priests, 
to our teachers, 
to our fathers of families, 
and to all our people, 
because we have sinned, 
and have committed iniquity, against Thee ; 
neither have we obeyed the voice of the Lord our God ; 
but have rebelled against Thee, 
and cast Thy laws behind our backs . 1 
Having gifts, 

differing according to the grace that is given to us, 
we have not profited therewithal. 

Our prophets have not prophesied 
according to the proportion of faith ; 
our ministers have not waited on their ministry ; 
nor our teachers on teaching. 

In giving, we have not acted with simplicity ; 

nor in shewing mercy, with cheerfulness. 

Our love has not been without dissimulation ; 
we have not abhorred that which is evil, 
nor cleaved to that which is good. 

We have minded high things, 
and not condescended to men of low estate. 

W e are wise in our own conceits, 
and think of ourselves 
more highly than we ought to think . 8 
We have been lovers of our own selves ; 

covetous ; boasters ; proud ; 
blasphemers ; disobedient to parents ; 
unthankful; unholy; 
without natural affection ; truce-breakers ;

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false accusers ; 
incontinent; fierce; 
despisers of those that are good ; 
lovers of pleasure more than lovers of God ; 
having a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof . 1 
We have forsaken the assembling of ourselves together . 2 
We have not continued stedfastly 
in the Apostles' doctrine and fellowship, 
and in breaking of bread and in prayers . 3 
We have not endured sound doctrine; 
but after our own lusts have heaped to ourselves teachers, 
having itching ears ; 4 
tossed to and fro, 

and carried about by every wind of doctrine . 5 
We have not considered one another, 
to provoke unto love and to good works . 6 
We have not loved our enemies; 
nor done good to them that hate us ; 
nor blessed them that curse us ; 
nor prayed for them that despitefully use us . 7 
W hen we are reviled, we revile again ; 

when we suffer, we threaten ; 8 
when injured, we avenge ourselves ; 
we give place unto wrath ; 
we are easily provoked and overcome of evil ; 
we recompense evil for evil . 9 
We are implacable and unmerciful ; 10 
we judge, and condemn , 11 and hate one another ; 12 
we speak evil one of another , 13 and think evil, 
and rejoice in the iniquity, 
rather than the truth and integrity, 
of one another . 14

6 
Almighty and everlasting God, Who hatest nothing 
that Thou hast made, and dost forgive the sin9 of all them 
that are penitent ; create and make in us new and contrite 
hearts ; that we, worthily lamenting our sins, and acknow- 
ledging our wretchedness, may obtain of Thee, the God of 
all mercy, perfect remission and forgiveness, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 7
